1 . Claims 1 -2 and 4-29 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner 
of record carefully reviewed the amended claims and searched for any relevant art but 
no relevant art/document was found that teaches a rheometer system that is configured 
to modify tests during a testing process. Furthermore, the previously applied references 
also fail to teach the method or system recited in the independent claims, wherein a 
rheometer system is configured for one or more of dynamically changing rheology tests 
during a testing process, dynamically changing testing parameters during a testing 
process, and performing multiple rheology tests simultaneously.
